Prof. Janney’s latest dispatch to the 
Indian Bureau, under date of July olst, 
Says: 

I found gold in placer deposits on 
both Spring and Rapid creeks, from their 
headwaters to where they emerge from 
the hills, and more extended prospecting 
andexploration show that in localities 
in the valley of these streams, gravel 
bars, especially those of older formation 
and elevated above the present level of 
the streams, contain gold in sufficient 
quantities to yield a fair remuneration 
for labor economically and skillfully ap- 
plied, assisted by proper tools and me- 
chanical appliances, at least a moderate 
amount of capital or its .equivalent, and 
such system of working as experience of 
twenty-five years has taught miners of 
the Pacific Slope to employ. While val- 
uable placer deposits as far as discovered 
are by no meansrich or very extensive 


_ Compared with those of California, still 


there is enough of the precious metal to 
develop the country, and stock raising 
and agriculture will do the rest. In test- 
ing deposits on Spring creek, I worked 
out a particularly rich spot, where an old 
channel has been cut across by the pres- 
ent bed of the creek, and in two hours 
work with a small sluice, obtained five- 
sixths of an ounce. of gold, or about 
$15.50. The soldiers had previously 
panned out of the same place not less 
than two ounees of coarse gold, and on 
measuring the amountof gravel washed, 
I found that the total yield was ut the 
rate of four dollars per cubic yard, or 
about three cents to the pan, as an aver- 
age for the whole thickness of deposit.

A Cnild Born w.th the Head ofa

Nature, when in a festive mood, per- 
forms many odd freaks, but the most 
wonderful of which we have ever heard, 
was the birth of a strange monstrosity 
about two weeks ago, and not half a 
dozen miles trom Joplin.

About 1 o’clock A. M.,23d uilt., Dr. -— 
was summoned to attend Mrs. ——, who 
was momentarily expected to be confined.

dazzling brilliancy, looked much like a 
serpent’s. The body, arms and hands 
were well formed and natural, and so 
were the legs as far down asthe knees. 
From the knees they bore an almost ex- 
act resemblance to a leg of a chicken— 
the foot was as near a chicken’s foot as 
can be imagined—-and the infant would 
contract its toes just as a chicken would. 
Its head and neck were covered with a 
growth of fine black hair, and the body 
and limbs looked like a chicken when 
plucked of its feathers; its cries were 
those of acat.

THREE MONTHS MARRIED. 


The Bride of a Detroit Physician 
Prays tor a .Divorce on the 
Ground of Unen“urable 
Cruelties.

Mrs. Magaret Mary Jenner recently 
left her husband, Dr. Andrew J. B. 
Jenner, of Detroit, Mich., on account, as 
she alleged of extraordinary and sivage 
cruelties conmitted upon her by him, 
Since then she has filed a bill for divorce 
which the Detroit Free Press thus sum- 
marizes: 

“Mrs. Jenner, in her bill of comptaint, 
recites that she was married to the de- 
fendant on the 27th of April, 1875; that 
when about two months had elapsed he 
began a course of unkind, harsh and ty- 
rannical conduct, which continued al 
most without intermission until she left 
him onthe 3ist of July. The specific 
charges are that on or about the 11th of 
July last, while passing up Jefferson 
avenue in a carriage, engaged in 
the discussion of the sermon that 
morning, which they had just 
listened to at Christ church, Dr. Jenner 
rudely and violently and in anger struck 
her with his hand four severe blows 
about her head and face, knocking off 
her hat, causing her nose to bleed, and 
Otherwise giving her severe pains, both 
in mind and body; and this occurence 
could be seen by any one passing, and 
was seen by at least one gentleman on the 
street at thattime; that on or about the 
25th of July last, while returning from 
Windsor, where she had been with her 
husband on a visit to her parents, he in- 
formed her, while passing in the vicinity 
of the Biddle House, that he was goiag 
to give her one of the severest thrashings 
that she had ever: eceivel. Aito'returnic 
to the house he said to her: ‘Lintende 
to have given you fifty lashes with my 
riding whip, but will only give you five, 
to make you remember this night ;’ that, 
in pursuance of said threat he did strike 
her in an angry and vjolent manner, jst 
before she retired to Ber bed, five severe 
blows with his riding whip upon her 
bare flesh, causing her to suffer severe 
prin, and leavingthe marks upon her 
body for more than a day; that on the 
following morning, while she was taking 
abath, he forced her head under the | 
water in the bath tub and held it 
there until she was nearly strangléd., 
He then forced her head under 
the cold water faucet, and held it there 
for some minutes to her great annoyance 
and suffering. Upon her getting out of 
the water he said to her: ‘lam going 
to give you six more lashes with my 
whip,’ and thereupon rudely and violent- 
ly struck her six severe blows upon her 
bare body with his whip, causing her in- 
tense pain and sufferiag. Each of said 
acts Was without cause or provocation 
on her part,and in consequence of the 
cruel and inhuman treatment above 
mentioned, together with the threats 
aforesaid, and such brutal and outrage 
ous conduct toward her as renders it un- 
safe forher to live within reach of his vio- 
lence, on or about the 81st day of July 
she was obliged to leave him and re- 
turn to the home of ker parents, since 
which time she has not dared to return 
to his house or live with him. Thecom- 
plainant further alleges that she is with- 
Out property cr means of support; that 
ehe is entirely dependent on her own 
labor and the charity of her friends 
forsupport; that the defendant, Jenner, is 
a physician, and has a large and successful 
practice; that he has always represented 
to her that he was a man of large 
means and property; that he kept five 
horses and two carriages, and lives in 
comfort and luxury; that since their 
marriage he has purchased for her a _pi- 
ano costing about $1,000, and before 
marriage he made her valuable presents, 
all of which were left :n the house when 
she was compelled to leave, The doctor 
has not yet putin a formal answer to tLe 
till, but he recently stated to a reporter 
of the Free Presa that he bad been indi 
rectly informed of the character of the 
charges against him, and that they were 
a oH of falsehoods from beginning to 
end.

THE COLUMBUS AIR LINE RAILWAY.

An active interest has recently been 
developed in favor of the proposed At- 
lanta and Columbus Air-Line Railway. 
Greenville and Merriwether county are 
without railway facilities, and as in sim- 
ilar cases they are resticss under the nu- 
merous disadvantages which it entails 
upon theta. They are not, nor can they 
possibly be satisfied until they have the 
advantages and facilities which railways 
never failto confer, The outer world 
moves by steam, stimulated by electricity, 
while they are standing still. Adjoining 
counties and neighboring communities 
are progressing while they are forced to 
stand still for the want of connections 
with the world. They cannot participate 
in the hopes and ambitions of the 
world. They cannot participate in the 
hopes and ambitions of their more fortu- 
nate neighbors. They are bound hand 
and foot, a living corpse. Is it any won- 
der that they are restless and determined 
to avail themselvea of railway facilities? 
They must have them. Their future 
progress and wealth depends upon it. 

The natural market for them 
is Atlanta, and our interests demand 
that we aid them in reaching us, 
The same arguments that applyin the case 
of Greenville and of Meriwether county, 
also applies to Fayetteville, and Fayette 
und Clayton counties. As with Merri- 
wether, their natural market is Atlanta, 
and while we now geta fair share of 
their trade, we do not command it all as 
we would do by the construction of the 
proposed road he production of cot- 
ton in the counties of Meriwether, Fa- 
yeite and Clayton in 1870, was 12,500 
bales, and may be safely estimated at 
this date at 20,000 bales. These counties 
produced 72,558 bushels of wheat, and 
their present production cannot be less 
thaa $5,000 bushels per annum. We may 
safely estimate our increased cotton re- 
ceipis at 10,009 bales per annum, on the 
completion of the road to Greenville. 

Steps should be taken at once to or- 
giniz2 acompany preparatory to the con- 
struction of the road. Ia 1870, the true 
valuation of real and personal estate 
in the counties of Fulton, Clayton, 
Fayette and Meriwether was 
$15,784,453, and at this date cannot 
be less than $22,000,000. No further 
argument is needed to demonstrate our 
ability to build the road. Atlanta haa 
all the trunk linesthat her present neces- 
sities require, but she docs need several 
local railways, located in sections that 
are pow without them, aad whose natu- 
ral marketizia Atisnta, and thus con- 

entrate a large new business here. Itis 
entirely within the power and means of 
Atlanta, with the assistance of the coun- 
ties which the lines would penetrate, to 
build local narrow gauge railways that 
within 2 short period would increase her 
receipts to 125,000 bales per annum. 

In view of the importance to Atlanta 
and to the counties of Clayton, Fayette 
and. Meriwether, of the early construc- 
tion of the propo3ed road, we would 
suggest the holding of a railway conven- 
tion in Grcenville, September 8th, at 2 
p.m, for the purpose of consultation 
andconcert of action, and that the sev- 
eral counties seud large delegations of 
their leading and influential citizens to 
that convention with full power to take 
such activa as will put the ball in mo- 
tion with the least possible delay.

About @ year ago we appealed to the 
railroad authorities of the numerous 
lines of rail that converge in the car-shed, 
to give the weary ears and aching heads 
near their rails, release from the atrocious 
shrieks of locomotives within the city’s 
limits.

A Horribie Affair. 
} Reaprne, Pa, August 21,—Yesterday 
the funeral of -Mrs. Philip Bessinger and 
her three children, whose death by 
drowning cccurred here Tuesday, took 
place here to-day." The utmost excite. 
ment prevailed, and a very large con- 
course of people followed the bodies to 
the grave, the processiun comprising over 
thirty carriages and not less than one 
thousand people on foot. For an hour 
before the time for the funeral the house 
was crowded by excited people, and the 
excitement was so great that a detachment 
of police kept guard on the premiscs. 
The circumstances attending the death 
of the mother and children were such as 
to create the ,gtrongest interest, 
which partakes largely of indignation. 

Bessinger is keeper of a saloon here, 
and his family copsisted of himself, wife 
and three children—a boy and two girls. 
His mother also made her home with his 
family. Of late it is said that considera 
ble unhappiness has existed in the fami- 
Jy, caused, the ey say, by theill- 
treatment of Mrs. B. by her husband and 
his mother. The report commonly ac- 
cepted is that Bessinger had bestowed 
his affections upon an unmarried woman 
from Philadelphia, whom he had fre- 
quently at his house, and on whom he 
boldly bestowed more authority than he 
accorded to his wife. On Monday, as 
is stated, a quarrel occurred between 
man and wife and he _ ordered 
her out of his sight; he told her he 
would give her two thousand dollars to 
go away and return no more; she to 
take the two girls and he to keep the 
boy, and threatened to kill her if she re- 
turned. The prospect of separation 
from one of her children, added to the 
previous unhappiness of her position, 
manifestly prevailing on her mind. She 
was very much depressed on Tuesday; 
accompanied by her three children, she 
left the house and entered a street car, 
in which she rode out of the city about 
two andahalf miles, to a point on the 
bank of the canal. She had a basket 
witb her and this she proceeded 
to fill with stones, her children 
assisting her. Having filled it she bound 
it securely to her waist, and then taking 
a child under each arm, and holding the 
third child to her breast, she jumped 
into the canal. The cries of the chil- 
dren attracted the attention of a man 
who could not swim, and before he could 
get help all were drowned.

In many cases theydo not even 
approximate to the worth of the party, and 
for several reasons. Many, indeed most of 
our wealthy citizens, have large sums of 
money invested in stocks and bonds. These 
are returned by the corporrtions to which 
they belong, and not by the tax-payer. 
Aguin, considv rable amount of property in 
other cities and counties are owned by citi- 
zens of this county. This property, ex- 
cepting wild Jand-, is returned where locat- 
ed, on hence d3es cot help to make up our 
wealth, neither can these figures be taken 
as a correct showing of the aggregate worth 
of our city and c3uuty. 

There are vast amounts of personal prop- 
erty here, over and above the exemption, 
which has not been, and cannot be reached 
by the tax ieceiver,and has been over- 
looked. It is alsotrue that there are large 

sums, indeed hundred of thousandcf dol- 
lars of foreign capital floating in Atlanta, on 
which nota dollar of tax ispaid, because 
the owners are either noa-residents, or fail 
to return it. The showing, however; in 
8: ite of its defects, is most fla.tering to At- 
lanta, and will compare favorabiy with that 
of any other ci:y of an equal number of in- 
habitants we have seen. Under the 
administration of the office by 
Captain Greer the returns of personal 
property have been much increased, and 

our citizens have every reason to feel proud 
of the lengthy list of names.
